NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 4th March, 1985 
No. 52|85-CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 137(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, 
being satisfied that it is necessary in the public in¬ 
terest so to do, hereby exempts photographic cameras, 
cinematographic cameras and lenses, filters, flash light 
apparatus and exposure meters required for use with 
such cameras (hereinafter referred to as the said 
goods), when imported into India, from— 

(a) the whole of the duty of customs leviable 

thereon which is specified in the First Sche¬ 
dule to the Customs Tariff Act, 19.75 (51 
of 19751; and 

(b) the whole of the additional duty leviable 

thereon under section 3 of the said Cus¬ 
toms Tariff Act, 

subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(i) the importer produces a certificate from an 

officer not lower in rank than an Under 
Secretary to the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting to the effect that the importer is an 
accredited press cameraman and that he has 
not availed, of the exemption under this 
notification on any previous occasion in 
respect of any of the said goods; 

(ii) the total C.I.F. value of the said goods docs 

not exceed Rs. 30,000; 

(lii) the importer at the time o" clearance pro¬ 
duces a certificate from the Industrial Ad¬ 
viser or the Additional Industrial Adviser 
of the Directorate General of Technical De¬ 
velopment to the effect that the said goods 


in respect of which the exemption is claim¬ 
ed are such as are not manufactured in 

India; and 

(iv) the importer gives an undertaking to the 
Assistant Collector of Customs at the time 
and place of importation to the effect that 
the said goods shall remain in his posses¬ 
sion, control and use and shall not be sold 
or parted with for a period of five years 
from the date of importation. 

2. This notification shall be in force upto and in¬ 
clusive of the 31st day of March, 1988.
